NEWMARKET NOTES AND NIBBLINGS. 


To chronicle all we saw at Newmarket—the arrivals of the horses, 


their gallops and trials, the fluctuations in the betting, and the on 
dits and ramours afloat during the meeting—would occupy apace 


that could be more advantageously employed while the Cambridge- 


shire Stakes remains undecided, in discussing the probable issue of 


that important event; we shall, therefore, only briefly notice the 
events of the week, which have now lost much of their interest since 
the great race for the Cesarewitch Stakes is over. The s'ream of 
bipeds and quadrupeds fairly set in on Saturday, and on Sunday the 
find #0 increased, that «fter the arrival of the Manchester special the 
Hiyh-street assumed quite a busy aspect. Numerous trials took place 
each morning, which, and their influence on market quotations, will 
be found noticed elsewhere. On Monday morning business commenced 
in earnest, and the most note-worthy feature in the proceedings was 
the strong desire evinced to back Charmian, a horse that we aum. 
marily dismissed from consideration in one of our ear! y articles on the 
Cexarewitch Stakes, as having no chance of carr ying off the coveted 
prize. On arriving atthe Heath, we found the muster an average one 
for the first day, and the programme was of the usual dimensions, 
The racing commenced with a Handicap Plate of 50 80V8., Over the 
Cesarewitch course— a race regarded us a public trial of the horses en- 
gsged to do battle in the more important contest, but only two of 
such horses came to the post (and only five in the whole mustering at 
the start), Signalman and Raglan, and they finished 1 and 2, the 
former winning in the commonest of canters. The result imparted 
increased confidence to the backers of Mail Train, about 
whom anything over 3 to 1 was eagerly snapped up, The 
next race was the Sweepstakes of 80 sovs. each, which our 
selected Jessie won, after % splendid set-to with Mirage, 
Then came a £50 pate for 2-yr-olds, for which 15 faced the starter, 
and for which My Fancy was made a great ‘‘pot,” but it boiled over, 
Pan‘a'oon, a ran‘ outsider, winning after a close strugele with 
Edi burgh. ‘The winner is own brother to the Clown, and we may 
nay of the two, “Sambo and Coxar bery much alike, tickly Sambo,” 
80 much do they resemble each other. The fortunate young Mar- 
quis of Hastings upset another pot in the next race— the sweep- 
stakes of 300 sovs each, his filly Aline—purchased when a yearlin 
fer 600 gs ~defeating her only opponent, Lord Glasgow's filly, by 
Young Melbourne, dam by Gameboy, on whom odds of 3 to 1 were 
laid. Missionary added us another “notch” to our tally by his 
defeat of the hitherto unconquered Viceroy, We thus selected the 
absolute winners ef every race for which our selections started 
on the first day On Tuesday, although the weather was 
not inviting, the attendance may be characterised as enormons. 
In the morning, the street in front of the subscription rooms 
was blocke! up with persons eager to learn the latest fluctua- 
tina in the betting, bookmakers evincing by their loud voci- 
ferations their anxiety to do business ; but, with the exception of in- 
vestments on Gratitude, Mail Train, Planet, Charmian (in greater 
force than ever), and the Brewer, little was done. ‘Towards noon a 
general move was male towards the Heath, and at twelve o'clock the 
racing commenced with the Royal Stakes, for which our selected 
Breeze easily disposed of her only antagonist Hengist. Old Umpire 
won ® Handicap Sweepstakes after » gallant struggle with Lyra (to 
whom he conceded 42Iba), although he had a ‘ leg.”

half a length. The next event, a Handicap Sweepstakes, created 
unusual excitement, Gownsman, 6st Gb; Lytham, 7st 7lb., and 
Attraction, 8st 12Ib, making a dead heat of it between the three, and 
Beadle, the fourth, being only beaten » head from the dead heaters. 
4 dead heat with three has not occurred at Newmarket before for 
the last seven years, and the deciding heat was nearly as 
close a finish; the light weight only winning by # head. The 
Troy Stakes brought out Ruffird, a Derby favourite, whose exhibition

few yeara ago, when no backer of horses could be found to trust 
his stud with the smallest modicum of coin, and laying 
against Lord Glasgow was considered as gvod as finding money. The 
noble lord appears to be oblivious to thesage maxim “let well alone.” 

The diary at the head of this article announces the fixtures of 
the coming week, and as they will possess little interest beyond 
their own localities, we sball only briefly notice them, more par- 
ticularly as we have something to say on the Cambridgeshire Stakes, 
which will more dee ly interest our readers, On Tuesday the Lin-

THE CAMBRIDGESHIRE STAKES. 


The meeting at Newmarket, beyond placing Gratitude in the 
position of first favourite, has up to the time of our writing exer- 
cised no influence on this great event. In our previous articles 
Wwe purposely abstained trom noticing the chance of Gratitude, as 
in the event of her winning tho Cesarewitch Stakes, the penalty 
sho would have had to carry, would have materially affected her 
prospect of success. Her performance this week appears 
to leave the race under discussion almost at her mercy, 
notwithstanding that for this race she carries 7Ib more than 
she did in the longer tourney. Planet, one of the batch included 
in our early selection, meets her on 5lbs better terms than ho did 
in the Cesarewitch Stakes, and if, a8 was supposed, a mile 
is his forte, his advantage in tho weight and distance of the race 
may give him a good place chance; but we stil] prefer Erin-go- 
Bragh and Trap to him, both of whom if wanted will be hard to 
beat. Prince Plausible, Tattoo, and Muezzin are about equal fa- 
vourites, the firat-named is very fresh and fit, but we do not like 
a0 old a horse for a race of this description, particularly with his 
weight, which in his best day he would have found it difficult to 
get home with. Tattoo, when we saw her last, looked stale 
and went short and astilty, and unless the stable support 
her in preference to Erin-go-Bragh, we should have little faith in 
her. Muezzin wo have before remarked? upon and we have only to 
add that to whatever his mysterious stable give genuine support 
it would be wise to keep at least on the safe side. W. Day will 
have a pretty good line through Mail Train’s running with Gra- 
titude, and if in the face of his defeat and the mistake he has thia 
once made, if Muezzin enjoys his confidence, then he may 
prove a dangerous antagonist to even Gratitude, but althoughh the 
“latest betting "includes a somewhat long array of 
names, among which are Ackworth, Accident, Bayard, Birch 
Broom, and Soumise, we do not see anything among them with a 
chance of effecting her overthrow, unless it ba Ackworth, who 
‘meets Gratitude on 7lba better terms than in their recent contest ; 
but our impression is that Te rather than speed will prove to

In the matter of novelty even it will fairly bear comparison, for 
were its repertoire confined but to the glorious constellation of 
Kliza ethiau dramas, they are sufficient in number to supply variety 
for & space long enough to make the earliest given a welcome follow. 
ing to thy latest played. And so this series of dramas alone might 
be given for an endless season ; the adventitious novelty supplied by 
time, in the shape of new readings, new settings, and new per- 
sonifiers of the characters, being alone sufficient added attractions to 
the never-failin; main interest of the plays, to meet the insatiable 
craving for the new and the ‘strange inherent, to # greater or less 
extent, in all of us; even as half-a-dozen different weata, with a 
‘varying of the serving up, will suffice for ,a man all bis lifetime 
‘Othello or avy one of the stock pieces that form the programme 
of the present season at Drury-lane are, doubtless, ill-adapted 
for a ruu of three or four hundred nights at one heat; but revived 
now and again, and again and again—always supposing they are 
satisfacwurily put upon the stace—tie limit to their vitality is beyond 
emtemporary ken, Oue evjoys them after an interval with a z st 
similar to that of a man whe returns to a good substantial unsophisti- 
cated English roaat beef dinner, after having been surfeited and 
nearly spviled of his palate and digestion by strangely confected’ 
dishes and foreign kickshaws, OuSa urday last “ Otello” was put 
upon the stage of Old Drury before an audicuce every bit as dense 
and grand in its proportions as those that have already marked the 
present sesgn aud revivals; and thus it is that we have been led 
into the forgoing remarks. From the crowded state of the house at 
the earliest period of the evening it is obvious that numbers must 
have been turned away from the doors, All this, let it borne in 
wind. beioy solely due to the play and the actors. The revival in this 
i-sance partakes nothing of the character of novelty, and has had 
bu preliminury puffing or fanfarovading, to speak of. The get up gene- 
rally isof the plainest; thescenery ofthe primitivest—almost thedingiest 
~- yet the faot of “ Othello” being in the Drury-lane programme, anid 
of its performance being limited to a yertain number of nighta— 
with thy leading parts entrusted to such actors as Mr. Phelps, 
Mr, Creswick, Mr. Walter Lacy, Mrs. Herman Vezin, and Miss 
Atkinson, sufficed for this gratifying result. Mr. Phelpa’s 
© Othello” is, in our opinion —not formed upon the acting on: this 
occasion solely—-one of the least successful of that gentleman’s 
assumptions, [te shorte minys are, however, physical rather than 
conc ptive. or artistic. — In both of the latter respects he ig ag sound 
asever ; but his dry phleymatic temperament lends itself anything 
but kindly to the bviling, volcanic passion of the hot-blooded Mvor, 
The dignity of the warri-r and the man; the simplicity aud sweet 
gentleness of Othello, ere he becomes passion’s slave; the un- 
adorned eloquence” of his rude speech ; his ineffable love for and 
tenderness to his wife, are all yiven by Mr, Phelps in a manner 
tha: could scaree be improved upon; ‘but though much depends 
upon the adequate working out of these phases of the character, not 
one of them, nor all put together, is of so wuch importance as tho de-

Tt is designated a dramatic 
jing, and is in three acts, he story, as the. title implies, 
jlluatrates the witch-buruing mania that, both in America and 
England, was one of the horrible excesses of Puritanism. The plot is 
replete with interest, In addition, the story is well worked out;

and the characters well and dramatically drawn, The writing is at 


once the most pretentious, and, upon the whole, least satisfactory 
part of the whole. production.

of care and considerable power, Now and then, heaeemed, for a 
moment, to lose the thread of the character; but, upon the whole, 
it wae a very excellent performance.

—Last Wednesday brought Mr. Sothern’s brilliant 
engagement of fifteen nights to a regretted close: Our curiosity has 
now been satisfied, and our pleasure increased by seeing him in.“ David 
Garrick,” and our anxiety regarding the final fortune of Dundreary has 
been set at rest, by the exhibition of his felicity in. the farce. which 
introduces his Jordship's ‘‘ married and done for.” The pleasure, with 
which Mr. Sothern’s exposition of his part in the play was listened to 
and uppreciated, will long be remembered.. Of course, to the pecu- 
liarities of the play itself, it were folly to look, perpetrating, as it does, 
in the plot, such atrocious untruth. Mr. Sothern stands the centre of 
attraction ; te the character he imparts all that gentlemanly Tepors, and 
self-possession which are the redeeming traits of Dundreary’s character 
In “ David Garrick,” the same traits become the actor and the part ex- 
cellontly well. Remembering, as one cannot help, the fidgeting eccen- 
tricity of Dundreary, the calm bearing of Garrick, and his excellent 
speech, are highly enjoyable. “With one exception, and that, the scene 
in which the actor feigns drankenness, the character makes little 
heavier demands upon his ready powers, than sustained calm self-posses- 
sion, and it is naturally matter of regret that no better opportunities 
have been advantaged of developing his best powers, in more arduous 
and creditable parts. We are, of course, without a guess, as to how his 
intentions and anticipations be, in regard to the assumption of the 
stage character which is to establish his fame on a secure footing ; but 
Unless Mr, Sothern is now undergoing merely a course of training for
